One of the ways things get done in a .small town like 
Sierra Madre, without everyone having to pay through 
the nose, is through monitoring and pursuing the avail¬ 
ability of funding from the State and Federal levels. The 
Sierra Madre Police Department was right on top of the 
Brulte Bill, AB3229, in which $100,000,(X)() from the 
.state’s General Fund was appropriated for public safety. 
Also called COPS (Citizens Option Public Safety), the 
Brulte Bill awards funds based on population, and Si¬ 
erra Madre is eligible to receive $25,693. 

The money goes to cities and counties throughout the 
state, and is expected to be available in October, accord¬ 
ing to Sierra Madre Police Chief Joe Surgent. Specific- 
uses had to be decided upon, and those uses in Sierra 
Madre were approved at a public hearing at the last City 
(^■nncU meeting. A digital camera will be purchased 
for the Police Department, as will a baton training 
dummy. The rest of the money will be spent on over¬ 
time wages for crime prevention, and you can expect 
to see your Sierra Madre Police officers more often, up

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Gtizen concmi rises ov^ Police 
recent outbreak of burglaries BkAier

The recent epidemic of 
burglaries brought con¬ 
cerned citizens out of their 
homes, and into the city 
council chamber during 
the council meeting on 
Tuesday, October 1. Last 
week ushered in Autumn. 
A time for Monday night 
football, cooler weather, 
and weekend barbecues. 
What Arcadians weren’t 
expecting with the cooler 
weather, was a rash of 
“hot” burglaries. 

“Hot” burglaries are 
burglaries that occur to a 
house when it’s occupants 
are still at home. This past 
weekend nine burglaries 
occurred, the majority of 
them in occupied homes. 
Resident and member of 


Neighbors of Arcadia, 
Gino Roncelli, said “You 
(city council) say that you 
are proactive, in light of 
the recent rash of burglar¬ 
ies, don’t you think this is 
an issue to get proactive 
on.” 

Capt. Dave Hinig of the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment, said “We’ve had a 
slight increase in burglar¬ 
ies this year, but in refer¬ 
ence to the burglaries this 
past weekend, we have ar¬ 
rested four suspects who 
we believe were directly 
involved. Of those four 
suspects, the District At¬ 
torney said that we have 
enough evidence to pros¬ 
ecute one suspect and we 
are in the process of fur¬ 
ther investigating the other 
three suspects.” 


According to Hinig, the 
Crime Prevention Unit has 
received an influx of calls 
requesting information 
about the Neighborhood 
Watch Program. Cur¬ 
rently, a Neighborhood 
Watch Program is not ac¬ 
tive in the areas affected 
by the burglaries. Hinig 
elicited citizen participa¬ 
tion in the program to help 
deter robberies. 

In other news, the fees 
for Conditional Use Per¬ 
mits were scrutinized as a 
result of an $8,000 short¬ 
fall of expected revenue. 
Currently, the city utilizes 
a sliding scale fee process 
that bases the amount of 
the fee in proportion to the 
size of the property. Of the 
new ideas presented to the 


council, a flat fee was sug¬ 
gested. City officials ar¬ 
gued that if a flat fee were 
to be introduced, a more 
accurate survey of time, 
costs and materials would 
need to be completed. 
Council member Gary 
Koncic said, “Sophisti¬ 
cated developers more 
than often, are asking for a 
fixed rate on Conditional 
Use Permits, ...even the 
Board of Realtors don’t 
have a problem with the 
idea of a fixed rate.” As a 
result of discussion, the 
rates were increased by 
15% and the sliding scale 
method of evaluating the 
permits was kept intact. 
The city council will re¬ 
convene on Tuesday, Oc¬ 
tober 15 at 7:00 p.m.

Arcadia Chamber of Comineix^ 
Opposes Measure N 

The Board of Directors of the Arcadia Chamber of Commerce has voted 
unanimously to oppose Measure M on the Nov. 5 ballot, according to A1 Little, 
Chamber president. “Measure M is definitely anti-business,” said Little, and 
business is one of the most important sources of income for the City of Arcadia.” 

The Chamber normally takes no position on ballot measures, said Execu¬ 
tive Vice President, Jana Costuma. However, this measure is so onerous to the 
business community that the Board felt it must make its position known. 

“Our Board is not taking a position on the merits of any development at the 
Santa Anita Racettack property,” said Costuma. “What we are opposed to is 
the singling out of a property/business owner in the city and denying that en¬ 
tity the rights of ownership that everyone else is entitled to.” 

To the Board’s knowledge, no other city in California has a law that isolates 
a single property owner from the processes available to every other property 
owner in the community. No only is that just plain bad law, but the message it 
would send to current and prospective business owners is “You might be next!” 

“We need to encourage, not discourage, business,” said President Lirtle. 
“There arc enough hurdles already, what with redundant State and Federal regu¬ 
lations; we don't need further roadblocks that will inhibit progress in our City.”

Plans are being finalized for the “grand re-opening” 
of the Arcadia Public Library, according to Don 
Swenson, who is chairman of the committee that is or¬ 
ganizing six days of activities to celebrate the newly 
remodeled and expanded library. Festivities will begin 
on Saturday, Nov. 19 and will continue through the 
week of Nov, 21. 

While funds for the actual expansion and upgrading

“While I am grateful to the 182 individuals and fami¬ 
lies as well as the 19 businesses and organizations which 
have contributed over S500,(X)0 to our fund-raising ef¬ 
forts, I am disappointed that the base of support is not 
greater,” added Vanlandingham. “Given that the library 
is the most used civic facility in the city, it stands to 
reason that each of the individuals who use the library 
would donate to its cause." 

The Library Foundation suggests various levels of 
participation, from the donor level ($ 1 to $99) to patron, 
for contributions over $10,000. In addition, there are 
several “named” opportunities. By selecting specific 
items and/or rooms, the name of the contributing indi¬ 
vidual or organization will be identified in an appropri¬ 
ate manner, pointed out the Foundation president.

^ ery plant has them and every 

plant’s leaves are different. 

" All leaves have the same job. 
A leaf makes food for its 
plant. Leaves 

are like small solar energy panels. Minerals and 
water enter the plant through its roots, then the 
leaves use the energy from the sun to create the 
necessary nutrients the plant needs to grow 
strong and healthy. 

Some leaves are very tiny and others are very 
large. A Water Lily plant in the Amazon has 
leaves so big, a small child could use one like 
a raft. 

Some leaves are very thick. On the tropical Au¬ 
tograph Tree, the leaves are so strong, they are 
used as paper. And did you know the thorns on 
a cactus are actually its leaves? The leaves of 
a cactus help protect it from being eaten by 
desert animals. 

The palm frond is a very useful leaf. The coco¬ 
nut tree frond has been used for generations to 
make thatched roofs for tropical island houses. 
When woven, palm fronds create floor mats, 
hats, and baskets. 

We eat and drink many leaves almost everyday. 
Lettuce, cabbage, spinach, and collard greens 
are all leaf plants that are very good to eat and 
are full of rich nutrients and vitamins. Leaves 
also give us tea and the peppermint and spear¬ 
mint flavor in many gums and candles. • 

Try keeping a leaf journal. Many leaves change 
colors throughout the year. Take a leaf from 
various trees once a month. Press them in a 
journal and make note on how they have 
changed. Be sure to write down the date, the 
weather conditions, and the type of tree they 
came from. Your journal will be a colorful dis¬ 
play of the seasons. Enjoy! 


Try this leaf craft to make your own gift-wrapping or stationery! You will 
need: 

• Old newspaper - make sure everyone has finished reading it 

• Leaves - a variety of different shapes and sizes. Don’t pick dead leaves 
or they will crack when you paint them 

• Paint - washable would be best, and a variety of colors would be fun 

• Paint brushes and a cup of water for cleaning the brushes 

• Paper - any color, lined if for stationery and plain for gift-wrapping pa¬ 
per 

• Paint smock or an old extra large T-shirt to protect your clothing 

Cover your clothing with the smock or old T-shirt and cover your 
workspace with the newspaper. 

Paint one side of a leaf. Place thd leaf, painted side down on the paper 
and press it firmly with your hand. Carefully remove the leaf and repeat 
to make another print. 

Make as many leaf prints as you want with many different leaves and 
colors. If you are making stationery, be sure to leave a space for your 
writing. Let your prints thoroughly dry before using them. Remember 
to clean up yourself and your workspace when you are through.

proved, so I figured we 
should just try to put it be¬ 
hind us.”

We carried a frying pan, 
cups, knife and fork, bacon 
and eggs and “canned 
whatever.” We just 
scraped out a space to 
spend the night, usually 
along the stream. We put 
out our camp fire dili¬ 
gently. There was no call 
for a fire permit or permis¬ 
sion from the EPA, Fish 
and Game, OSHA, etc. 

The Mt. Wilson Trail 
was as it is today, with the 
exception of the bottom 
quarter mile. It used to 
start at “Lizzie’s” and go 
up a “draw” and past an 
old water tunnel that 
served the town fifty years 
prior, then it turned and 
went over the “Clay 
Banks” home of the best 
“trap door spiders” in 
town. That portion of the 
trail is occupied by houses 
now, I believe. There were 
many small trails that ran 
off the main trail, really 
animal trails, that we all 
used to get from Little 
Santa Anita Canyon to 
Bailey Canyon or over the 
top into the Big Santa 
Anita Canyon. 

We had names for dif¬ 
ferent parts of the trail and 
used them to rendezvous 
with one another. There 
was “Red Box” (“1st Wa¬ 
ter” in Little Santa Anita 
Canyon) of course, “Kan¬ 
garoo Point”, “Rocky 
Bend”, “Ice House”, “' 
Shady”, “Slide”, “Dead 
Tree”, “Outhouse Can¬ 
yon” and “the Spring”, etc. 

There were a consider¬ 
able number of cabins in 
Little Santa Anita Canyon, 
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between Orchard Camp 
and down to Red Box 
(First Water). Of the indi¬ 
vidually owned, few were 
used with any regularity. 
It was the middle of the 
depression and I suspect 
the owners didn’t have 
streetcar fare to the bottom 
of the trail. One exception 
was the Simmons cabin 
near Red Box (First Wa¬ 
ter). They lived in Sierra 
Madre and used their cabin 
every weekend. They had 
twin boys my age named 
William and Goodrich, so 
I befriended them and was 
invited to spend the night 
from time to time. The re¬ 
markable thing I recall af¬ 
ter 60 years was that not 
one of those vacant cabins 
was ever vandalized in any 
way. Our only vice was a 
sack of “Bull Durham” 
shared occasionally. 

“Orchard Camp” was 


DeTemple also ran the 
pack train, hauling sup¬ 
plies and customers to and 
from Orchard Camp. I 
think he used about 5 or 6 
burros and kept them ei¬ 
ther at “Orchard” or in a 
corral just east of Lizzie’s 
(The Old Mount Wilson 
Stables). Occasionally the 
Simmons twins and I 
would take a load up on a 
Saturday morning. Some¬ 
times if we were in the 
mountains we would bring 
the burros down to 
Lizzie’s with the laundry 
on a Sunday evening. 
They never hurried any¬ 
where except to eat.

be refunded. “There was 
some financial hardship, 
some time and effort spent. 
I could understand losing 
the fee if I’d been rejected, 
but I was left in limbo,” 
said Sullivan. 

Sullivan disagreed with 
the Traffic Survey, saying 
there was “no way the vol¬ 
ume would have compared 
with the shop on Santa 
Anita. If you wanted any¬ 
thing at all other than a 
plain bagel, you would 
have had to come inside 
the restaurant. Ham & 
cheese bagel? Gotta park 
and walk in.” 

Sullivan also responded 
to what he called red-her¬ 
ring attacks by the anti¬ 
drive thru crowd. “They 
came up with this argu¬ 
ment about losing State 
gas tax money. What they 
left out was the fact that it 
was completely unrelated 


to the drive-thru. If any 
business were to be devel¬ 
oped on that lot, steps 
would have to be taken to 
eliminate traffic or jeopar¬ 
dize those funds.” 

Sullivan also said that it 
was made clear to him by 
City staff that a tie vote 
was a loss; yet when he 
attempted to appeal the 
Planning Commission’s 
original 3-3 decision, he 
was told that no decision 
had been reached, so he 
couldn’t appeal. 3 1/2 
months after the original 
meeting, he was still wait¬ 
ing to be heard, but in 
those 3 1/2 months, the 
law has been reworked. 
Still, Sullivan is not bitter. 
“I feel like there are no 
personal vendettas against 
me. Who knows what to¬ 
morrow will bring? I just 
would have liked the op¬ 
portunity to have been 
heard.”

in the canyon, and on the street. 

The Brulte Bill was designed to be permanent and on¬ 
going, but that will depend upon the money being avail¬ 
able and appropriated. If it turns out to be available on a 
continuing basis, there will have to be a public hearing 
every September to approve the uses for each year. 

Chief Surgent said the money was, “an outstanding 
windfall.” He spoke with his officers about their 
thoughts on how to use the money, and also, says 
Surgent, “I talk to the citizens all year long.

There has been a lot of interest in angels lately. Last 
Sunday, Sept.. 29, was actually St. Michael and al angles 
Sunday. Angels have a purpose in God’s creation, but 
there is also a problem with Angles. Angels can, very 
quickly, take our focus off of God. We are told of many 
examples of humans worshipping angels when they are 
in their presence. Best example - Rev. 22:8 I, John, am 
the one who heard and saw these things.

Do we suggest along with 
Dennis the Menace, the day he came in bruised and cut 
at that, our Angle took the day off? Or do we realize that 
it is God who is in control, and, as Solomon said in, Eccl. 
11:5 As you do not know the path of the wind, or how 
the body is formed in a mother’s womb, so you cannot 
understand the work of God, the Maker of all things. 
God, after all, is taking care of the spiritual things. Jesus 
rescued us all from certain eternal death when we were 
all falling in to the eternal grasp of the fallen angel, Sa¬ 
tan.

The Hardest 
Challenge: Love Your 
Enemy 

by Margaret Duran 

“One of the reasons that so many people have devel¬ 
oped strong reservations about the peace movements is 
precisely that they do not see the peace they seek in the 
peacemakers themselves. Often what they see are fear¬ 
ful and angry people trying to convince others of the 
urgency of their protest. Thus the tragedy is that peace¬ 
makers often more of the demons they are fighting than 
of the peace they want to bring. 

“The words of Jesus go right to the heart of our 
struggle. “Love your enemy, do good to those who hate 
you, bless those who curse you, pray for those who trei^ 
you badly.” (Luke 6:27-28). The more I reflect on these 
words, the more I consider them to be the test for peace¬ 
makers. 

“What my enemy deserves is not my anger, rejection, 
resentment, or disdain, but my love. Spiritual guides 
throughout history have said that love for the enemy is 
the cornerstone of the message of Jesus and the core of 
holiness. For us fearful people, loving our enemy is the 
greatest challenge, because our fears make us divide the 
world between people who are for us and people who 
are against us, people to love and people to hate, friends 
and enemies. 

“All these distinctions are based on the illusion that 
others decide who we are and that our very being de¬ 
pends on their words, thoughts and actions. Loving our 
enemy thus compels us to unmask this illusion by act¬ 
ing according to the knowledge that God loves all hu¬ 
man persons regardless of their sex, religion, race, color, 
nationality, age, or intelligence—with the same bold, un¬ 
conditional love. The distinction between friends and 
enemies is made by us fearful people, not by our loving 
God.
